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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
1945-1946 

The  pressure  of  war  and  shortages  has  challenged  the  Nursing 
Office  for  the  third  year,  and  once  more  the  Director,  Faculty,  and 
Students  have  faced  educational  and  patient  care,  problems  with 
courage  and  unswerving  devotion.  Patience  and  strength  have  been 
stretched  to  the  limit,  but  have  surmounted  immediate  difficulties 
in  a  way  to  give  just  cause  for  pride  and  satisfaction.  The  Board 
of  Managers  has  stood  by  and  fulfilled  its  function  to  the  best  of 
its  ability.  With  one  outstanding  change,  the  Board  was  particularly 
concerned,  and  to  its  accomplishment  was  forced  to  lay  aside  many 
of  its  accustomed  activities. 

The  City's  plans  for  a  new  Nurses  Home  to  be  built  when  the 
war  should  end,  required  the  land  on  which  Osborn  Hall  and  the 
Annex,  properties  owned  by  the  Board,  stood.  After  many  compli- 
cated negotiations,  this  property  was  purchased  by  the  City  and 
the  buildings,  erected  in  1911  and  given  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Osborn,  were  abandoned  on  May  1.  Many  months  prior  to 
this  date,  the  Osborn  Hall  Committee,  with  the  able  and  devoted 
assistance  of  Miss  Smith,  gave  much  thought  and  time  to  studying 
the  situation  and  finally  recommended  to  the  Board  what  might  be 
done,  as  a  temporary  measure  to  fill  the  void  in  the  School's  life, 
created  by  the  passing  of  the  facilities  of  these  buildings  from  the 
Board's  control  and  management. 

For  more  than  thirty  years,  Osborn  Hall  had  been  a  home  to 
many  alumnae,  and  the  restaurant  served  to  bring  doctors,  nurses, 
social  workers,  volunteers,  and  lay  members  of  the  Committee  and 
Board  into  close  and  useful  contact  for  conferences  and  the  ex- 
change of  problems.  The  registry  and  alumnae  office  were  centered 
in  Osborn  Hall,  and  the  building  lent  itself  to  the  needs  both  prac- 
tical and  spiritual  of  the  people  working  in  the  great  institution 
across  the  street,  and  to  others  who  at  one  time  or  another  had  been 
connected  with  the  School. 

To  abandon  all  this  was  a  great  wrench  to  many  persons,  and 
a  break  with  the  past  that  was  hard  to  make,  but  in  the  interest  of 
future  improvement,  there  was  no  alternative,  so  everyone  con- 
cerned set  themselves,  with  a  fine  spirit  of  understanding  and  coop- 
eration, to  the  unpleasant  task  of  moving. 

The  best  interests  of  the  School  depend  on  a  proper  and  new 
residence,  with  every  facility  for  teaching  and  living,  and  the  plans 
prepared  by  the  City,  and  those  contemplated  by  New  York  Uni- 
versity, will  provide  these  facilities.  The  Board  is  confident  that 
in  the  new  buildings,  space  will  be  allotted  for  the  purposes  that 
Osborn  Hall  fulfilled.  The  restaurant  now  bearing  the  name  "Osborn 
Hall,"  was  moved  to  rooms  in  a  building  on  First  Ave.  which  were 
given  by  New  York  University.  It  was  opened  for  services  May  15 
and  this  temporary  arrangement  is  now  going  on  very  well. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

In  spite  of  continued  wartime  difficulties,  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers has  carried  on  with  unflagging  interest.  Important  changes  in 
relationships  and  organizations  have  taken  place,  which  are  outlined 
in  the  Report  of  the  President.  Suffice  it  to  say  here  that  several 
special  meetings,  and  meetings  of  sub-committees  were  held,  and 
were  well  attended  by  those  Managers  who  were  able  to  give  time 
and  thought  to  these  new  policies  and  programs. 

There  were  a  number  of  resignations  and  new  elections.  Mrs. 
Blaine  Beale  resigned  after  many  years  of  active  and  faithful  service. 
Mrs.  Nelson  Rockefeller  resigned  because  of  continued  absence  from 
the  City.  Mrs.  L.  Emmet  Holt,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Edward  R.  Lowry,  Jr., 
were  elected  to  the  Board  in  the  Spring  to  fill  these  places. 

It  was  decided  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  build  up  a  Sup- 
porting Membership,  as  provided  for  in  the  by-laws  and  the  Treas- 
urer and  Mrs.  Kennedy  were  appointed  to  draw  up  a  plan. 

During  the  year,  Osborn  Hall  was  purchased  by  the  City  of 
New  York  and  taken  over.  The  Board  of  Managers  opened  a  res- 
taurant to  take  the  place  of  the  one  in  the  old  Osborn  Hall,  and  all 
arrangements  for  the  building  and  installation  were  carried  out 
by  the  Osborn  Hall  Committee  under  the  able  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  Rimer. 

The  Board  was  honored  in  the  Spring  by  the  conferring  of  the 
Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  by  New  York  Univer- 
sity on  the  President,  Mrs.  Henry  James. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  help  and  interest  of  Miss 
Edwards  and  her  staff,  and  of  Dr.  Jacobs,  which  smoothed  the  way 
many  times.

The  Committee  on  Volunteers,  composed  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  of  the  Social  Service  Auxiliary,  meets  every 
month  with  Miss  Mills,  the  Director  of  Volunteers,  to  discuss  the 
policies  and  problems  of  this  service. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1945,  19  Red  Cross  Nurses' 
Aides  classes  have  been  held  and  240  students  graduated.  To  con- 
form with  the  Red  Cross  regulations  governing  the  Nurses'  Aides 
Corps,  an  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Nurses  from  the  Training  School 
Office  has  been  appointed  as  advisor  to  this  group. 

In  addition  to  the  Red  Cross  workers  many  other  volunteers 
are  giving  service  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  Wards,  Admitting 
Unit,  Occupational  and  Recreational  Therapy,  libraries,  offices, 
Social  Service,  and  other  departments  of  the  hospital.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOLS  OF  NURSING  AND 
NURSING  SERVICE  OF  BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL 

1944-1945 

June  30th,  1945,  marked  the  close  of  the  second  year  since 
the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  was  established  by  act  of  Congress  under 
the  auspices  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service.  The  Belle- 
vue  Schools  of  Nursing  has  continued  as  an  active  participant  in  this 
nurse  training  program  and  in  the  twelve  months  period  just  ended 
the  number  of  Cadet  Corps  members  enrolled  in  the  school  has  in- 
creased from  424  to  580.  This  number  included  162  Pre-Cadets 
(first  nine  months)  ;  386  Junior  Cadets  (tenth  through  thirtieth 
month);  and  32  Senior  Cadets  (last  six  months).  The  130  addi- 
tional independent  students  brought  the  total  enrollment  to  711 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Fifty  of  these  students  are  enrolled 
in  the  degree  program. 

There  were  282  new  students  admitted  during  the  year  in  four 
class  sections: 

September,  1944    88 

December,  1944    66 

March,  1945    69 

June,  1945    59 

In  the  past  twelve  months  twenty-one  different  nursing  schools 
sent  students  to  Bellevue  for  certain  clinical  instruction  and  experi- 
ence not  available  in  the  home  institutions.  The  total  number  of 
affiliating  students  admitted  during  this  period  was  738. 

The  largest  number  of  the  affiliating  students  came  from  the 
other  schools  of  nursing  of  the  Department  of  Hospitals  of  the  City 
of  New  York  which  sent  a  total  of  520  for  the  course  in  psychiatric 
nursing. 

The  other  affiliating  schools  sent  a  total  of  225  students  for  one 
or  more  of  the  following  courses:  nursing  of  children,  general  med- 
ical nursing,  neurological  nursing,  tuberculosis  or  outpatient  nurs- 
ing. 

Five  men  students  from  schools  of  nursing  connected  with  New 
York  State  Psychiatric  Hospitals  began  a  year's  affiliation  in  general 
medical  and  surgical  nursing  and  related  specialties. 

Graduation 

Certificates  of  graduation  were  granted  to  117  students  during 
the  year. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  in  September,  1944,  for  the 
junior  section  of  the  1944  class  and  in  June,  1945,  for  all  sections 
of  the  1945  graduating  class.  Names  of  all  students  who  were 
graduated  appear  on  pages  21  and  22. 
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Cathleen  Carmody,  who  completed  the  course  on  November  9, 
1944,  had  the  honor  of  being  the  first  graduate  of  the  Bellevue 
School  of  Nursing  to  complete  the  academic  and  nursing  programs 
and  receive  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  of  New  York  University. 

Faculty  Changes 

The  retirement  of  Florence  Bacon,  superintendent  of  nurses  in 
the  psychiatric  division,  removed  from  the  faculty  one  whose  record 
of  devoted  service  to  the  school  of  nursing  and  nursing  service  has 
been  continuous  since  her  graduation  in  1920.  Mrs.  Mildred  B. 
North  (Bellevue,  1920)  is  now  in  charge  of  the  nursing  in  the 
psychiatric  division. 

Another  loss  to  the  school  was  occasioned  by  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Anita  Morris  McClelland,  director  of  supervision  and  ward 
instruction.  Helen  V.  Ryan,  formerly  chief  supervisor  of  the  pe- 
diatric service,  and  more  recently  an  assistant  to  Mrs.  McClelland, 
has  accepted  the  vacated  post. 

Other  withdrawals  from  the  faculty  group  were:  Catherine 
Sullivan,  supervisor  of  orthopoedic  nursing,  who  accepted  a  position 
in  another  state;  Dorothy  Mulcare,  science  instructor;  Minette  Nast, 
nursing  arts  instructor,  and  Masako  Yamada,  pediatrics  supervisor, 
who  are  on  leave  of  absence  serving  with  the  military  services. 

New  appointments  to  the  faculty  included  the  following:  Mrs. 
Eva  Stockonis,  B.S.,  R.N.,  assistant  chemistry  instructor;  Mrs. 
Marian  Wood,  B.S.,  R.N.,  assistant  instructor  in  anatomy  and  physi- 
ology; Mrs.  Doris  Bolef,  B.S.,  assistant  librarian;  Mrs.  Ethel  Sykes 
Cassotti,  assistant  in  pediatrics  and  director  of  the  recreation  therapy 
program.  The  following  were  promoted  to  positions  as  chief  nurses 
with  supervisory  responsibilities:  Johnnie  Lee  Beagles,  night  super- 
visor Pavilion  I  and  K;  Mrs.  Beatrice  Ryan  and  Alice  Risoli,  eve- 
ning and  night  supervisors,  Pavilion  C  and  D;  Alice  Quinn,  relief 
supervisor  Pavilion  F  and  G;  Agnes  Murray  and  Hazel  Leavitt, 
pediatrics  supervisors. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  group  of  visiting  lec- 
turers. It  has  become  increasingly  difficult  to  find  specialists  in  the 
various  fields  to  undertake  the  extra  hours  of  teaching  required  for 
the  school's  larger  classes. 

In  the  junior  faculty  group  (ward  instructors  and  head  nurses), 
the  turn-over  has  been  high.  A  number  from  this  group  entered 
military  service.  Vacancies  in  these  key  posts  have  been  disturb- 
ingly numerous  throughout  the  year.  The  nurses  assigned  to  head 
nurse  and  ward  instructor  positions  during  the  war  period  have 
faced  a  formidable  task  and  have  had  to  assume  unprecedented 
responsibilities.  One  of  the  highlights  of  this  difficult  year  has  been 
the  excellent  response  of  these  nurses.    Upon  them  has  rested  the 
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major  burden  of  maintaining  standards  of  patient  care  and  providing 
guidance  for  the  young  students  who  have  had  to  carry  the  larger 
share  of  the  nursing  load. 

Curriculum 

The  program  of  instruction  as  adjusted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
preceding  year  to  comply  with  the  requirements  for  Cadet  Nurse 
Training  has  been  continued  with  few  changes.  The  course  in  pedi- 
atrics nursing  has  been  amplified  to  include  lectures,  informal  con- 
ferences and  practice  assignments  in  the  planning  and  direction  of 
play  and  various  recreational  activities  for  children  of  different  ages. 
The  completion  of  all  organized  classwork  at  the  end  of  the  junior 
cadet  period  has  given  the  senior  students  opportunity,  during  the 
last  six  months  of  the  course,  to  have  special  assignments  carrying 
added  responsibility  in  various  chemical  areas.  The  Senior  Cadets 
have  rendered  valuable  service  during  this  difficult  war  time  period. 

A  number  of  students  have  been  assigned  to  other  institutions 
for  their  Senior  Cadet  experience.  The  assignments  during  the 
year  were  distributed  as  follows:

Extra  Curricular  Activities 


The  1945  graduating  class  held  its  senior  prom  at  the  Hotel 
Hudson,  deviating  from  the  usual  policy  of  holding  such  affairs  at 
Bellevue  because  of  the  size  of  the  group  and  lack  of  facilities  in 
the  residence.  The  1946  class  (February  and  June  Sections)  ad- 
vanced their  senior  prom  to  early  June  of  this  year  because  so  many 
of  their  class  were  accepting  senior  cadet  assignments  away  from 
Bellevue.    The  party  was  held  at  the  Bellevue  Residence  Annex. 

The  acquisition  of  Osborn  Hall  by  the  City  of  New  York  on 
May  1,  1945,  and  its  conversion  for  use  as  an  annex  to  the  nurses' 
residence  has  provided  added  space  for  social  activities. 

The  War  Activities  Club  continued  successfully  during  the  year 
to  focus  student  attention  and  interest  on  various  projects  contribut- 
ing to  the  war  effort. 

The  Bellevue  Student  Association,  under  guidance  of  Mrs. 
O'Sheel,  has  assumed  leadership  in  planning  and  directing  extra 
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curricular  activities.  The  entertainments  provided  by  the  upper 
freshmen  for  each  new  incoming  class  have  been  a  special  feature 
this  year.  The  glee  clubs  under  direction  of  Miss  Margaret  Power 
have  contributed  much  to  these  programs. 

The  tea  room,  operated  by  the  Student  Association,  has  enjoyed 
a  profitable  year. 

The  graduating  class  published  a  year  book,  the  Crane  and 
Cross,  which  was  well  received. 

Physical  Education 

Renovations  in  the  gymnasium  were  completed  in  time  for  the 
1944  fall  classes.  The  removal  of  a  partition  provided  for  extension 
of  space,  new  flooring  was  laid,  and  the  following  new  equipment 
installed:  one  horizontal  bar,  four  sections  of  stall  bars,  one  vault- 
ing box,  one  "kicka"  board  and  six  benches.  New  life  buoys  were 
purchased  for  the  swimming  pool. 

"The  500"  has  continued  to  function  as  a  small  athletic  asso- 
ciation, composed  of  members  who  have  won  the  school  monogram 
for  having  attained  500  points  in  physical  education  activities.  This 
organization  works  closely  with  the  director,  Miss  Geraldine  Smith, 
in  developing  and  maintaining  a  varied  program  of  activities  de- 
signed to  meet  the  interests  and  needs  of  the  large  student  group. 

Health  Service 

The  functions  of  the  Health  Service,  under  the  capable  direction 
of  Dr.  Clarence  de  la  Chapelle  and  Miss  Evalyn  Simmons,  have 
been  carried  forward  with  noteworthy  smoothness  in  spite  of  a 
tremendous  increase  in  the  volume  of  work.  The  increase  in  student 
enrollment,  the  shortening  of  the  interval  between  admission  of 
classes,  the  condensing  of  the  program,  and  the  extra  health  exam- 
inations and  reports  in  preparation  for  assignment  to  senior  cadet 
duty  in  other  institutions  have  made  the  Health  Service  one  of  the 
most  active  departments  in  the  institution.  A  complete  revision  of 
the  filing  system  was  completed  this  year,  insuring  better  preserva- 
tion of  health  records  and  X-rays  and  making  them  easily  available 
for  future  reference. 

Methods  and  work  schedules  in  the  health  service  have  been 
reorganized  so  that  the  increased  activities  were  absorbed  without 
lowering  pre-war  standards.  Increased  interest  and  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  the  students  has  been  noted  since  these  changes  were 
made. 

The  study  on  tuberculosis  among  student  nurses  being  made 
in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  during 
the  past  two  years  is  progressing  as  planned.  A  report  on  the 
findings  is  expected  to  be  released  in  the  near  future. 

Another  study  along  related  lines  is  being  conducted  by  Dr. 
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Ursula  J.  Roche  and  Dr.  J.  Burns  Amberson.  The  lung  X-ray  films 
and  health  records  of  all  Bellevue  nurses  are  being  reviewed.  The 
project  will  be  completed  in  the  winter  of  1945. 

The  staff  in  the  Health  Service  office  was  augmented  by  the 
appointment  of  a  full  time  nurse-secretary  in  October,  1944,  to  aid 
during  the  period  of  increased  war  time  enrollment  in  the  school. 
There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  personnel.  Mrs.  Kathleen  Arch- 
deacon Tollefson  joined  the  staff  in  January. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Service  has  been  facilitated  by  the 
excellent  cooperation  of  the  various  departments  of  the  hospital, 
including  the  Out-Patient  service,  the  various  special  services,  the 
surgical  supply,  and  stewards'  division.  Through  their  collabora- 
tion essential  equipment  and  supplies  have  been  supplied  and  con- 
sultant service  by  the  various  clinical  specialists  has  at  all  times 
been  made  available. 

Dr.  Zulieka  Yarrell,  psychiatric  consultant,  has  been  most  help- 
ful in  assisting  students  with  some  of  their  problems. 

The  Library 

Accessions  to  the  Carrie  J.  Brink  Library  this  year  have  included 
208  reference  books,  197  pamphlets,  167  books  for  recreation  read- 
ing, and  regular  subscriptions  to  100  periodicals.  The  total  number 
of  books  in  the  library  includes  5,400  reference  books  and  725  rec- 
reational books.  During  the  year  167  reference  books  were  dis- 
carded upon  decision  of  faculty  and  library  staff.  Twenty-two  books 
from  the  fiction  library  were  sent  to  tuberculosis  service  in  the 
hospital  for  use  of  the  patients. 

The  new  books  received  in  the  library  included  43  purchased 
from  funds  given  by  the  Alumnae  Association.  Subscriptions  to 
nine  periodicals  were  also  provided  from  this  source.

The  library  staff  has  continued  the  publication  of  Brief  Notes, 
a  semi-monthly  compilation  of  comments  on  important  articles  re- 
lating to  nursing  in  current  professional  publications,  made  available 
to  every  member  of  the  faculty. 

Emma  L.  Chaffin,  librarian,  has  been  on  leave  of  absence  during 
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recent  months  and  her  place  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Ellen  K.  Rudolph, 
assistant. 

The  Hospital  Nursing  Service 

The  statistics  on  nursing  personnel  which  follow  this  report 
show  clearly  the  staffing  conditions.  With  only  41  per  cent  of  the 
graduate  nurse  positions  filled,  and  increased  numbers  of  new  re- 
cruits in  our  schools,  it  is  apparent  that  a  disproportionate  share 
of  the  nursing  load  has  been  placed  upon  the  students  in  training. 
The  nurses  who  have  remained  at  their  posts  in  Bellevue  during 
the  war  time  period  have  had  to  work  with  serious  handicaps.  Our 
chief  problems  have  been  directly  related  to  ( 1 )  the  insufficient  num- 
ber of  staff  nurses,  (2)  shortage  of  competent  auxiliary  workers  in 
the  nursing  services,  (3)  curtailment  of  supplies,  such  as  linen, 
patients'  clothing,  paper  supplies,  dishes,  etc.,  on  which  war  time 
controls  have  affected  distribution,  (4)  difficulties  of  maintenance 
of  plant  equipment,  due  to  shortage  of  experienced  mechanical 
workers  and  scarcity  of  repair  meaterials,  (5)  deficiences  in  services 
such  as  laundry,  cleaning,  window  washing,  vermin  control  due  also 
to  employment  limitations. 

Patient  Census 

The  average  daily  census  for  the  year  was  2229.6  (exclusive 
of  new  born),  an  increase  of  about  50  over  the  previous  year's 
record.  The  medical  wards,  the  tuberculosis  and  psychiatric  wards 
experienced  the  most  overcrowding.  Other  divisions  have  had  high 
census  peaks  at  different  times.  Ward  C4  (tuberculosis)  has  been 
closed  because  of  an  insufficient  nursing  staff. 

A  ward  for  alcoholic  patients  was  opened  in  January,  use  being 
made  of  the  former  male  emergency  ward  in  Pavilion  C  and  D. 
This  ward  provides  for  a  large  number  of  admissions  formerly 
accommodated  in  the  psychiatric  division. 

The  large  balcony  opening  off  from  Ward  G  4  was  renovated 
and  equipped  for  use  as  a  room  for  general  play  and  occupational 
activities  for  children.  This  department  is  under  the  successful 
direction  of  Mrs.  Ethel  Cassotti.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  their  interest  in  establishing  the  recreational 
program  and  for  the  financial  assistance  toward  its  maintenance. 
The  student  nurses  have  appreciated  the  educational  opportunities 
offered  through  this  department  and  it  has  provided  much  pleasure 
for  the  children. 

Bellevue  Nurses  In  Service 

Many  more  graduates  of  our  schools  have  entered  the  military 
services  during  the  past  year  and  we  are  proud  of  the  fine  records 
they  have  made  . 

Major  Thelma  Ryan,  chief  nurse  of  Base  Hospital  No.  1,  has 
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kept  in  close  communication  with  Bellevue  and  many  reports  from 
other  sources  have  reached  the  nursing  office  of  the  fine  work  of  our 
Bellevue  Unit  nursing  staff  under  her  direction.  During  recent 
months  Base  Hospital  No.  1  has  been  set  up  in  Paris.  With  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe,  it  is  expected  that  new  orders  may 
be  expected.  Major  Ryan  has  written  that  she  and  her  nurses  are 
ready  to  serve  wherever  needed. 

With  the  closing  of  the  Bellevue  Alumnae  Registry  at  the  first 
of  the  year,  arrangements  were  made  for  nurses  who  wished  to  do 
private  nursing  in  Bellevue  to  file  applications  with  the  nursing 
office.  The  nurses  on  this  list  are  called  on  cases  as  needed.  The 
nurse  shortage  has  extended  into  the  private  duty  field  and  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  supply  special  nurses  for  all  patients  who  re- 
quested this  service. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  various  volunteer  groups  who  have  given 
such  valuable  assistance  in  caring  for  the  hospital  patients  and 
supplying  important  auxiliary  services. 

The  assistance  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  who  have 
shown  such  understanding  and  have  encouraged  and  aided  the  nurses 
in  their  work  through  the  trying  situations  of  the  past  year,  has  been 
a  stimulation  to  faculty,  staff,  and  students. 

The  nursing  service  and  the  school  of  nursing  appreciate 
the  help  and  counsel  of  our  medical  superintendent,  Dr.  Jacobs, 
which  is  ever  freely  available,  as  problems  arise.  The  wise  guidance 
of  Miss  Manley  and  the  others  in  the  Division  of  Nursing  Office  of 
the  Department  of  Hospitals  has  provided  a  sound  basis  for  much 
that  has  been  achieved  in  this  critical  time.  We  cannot  but  face 
the  problems  of  the  post-war  adjustment  period  with  high  hope  and 
confidence  while  this  collaboration  continues. 

It  has  been  particularly  gratifying  to  know  that  the  planning 
of  a  new  residence  and  school  of  nursing  is  well  under  way.  These 
new  facilities  are  greatly  needed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  construc- 
tion may  be  begun  early  in  the  post-war  period.

The  following  excerpts  are  from  the  annual  report  presented 
hy  the  acting  president,  Gladys  O'Brien,  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Alumnae  Association  in  May,  1945. 

"The  Board  of  Directors  and  Alumnae  Association  held  regular 
bi-monthly  meetings,  also  one  special  board  meeting  and  one  special 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

"Social  activities  have  been  kept  at  a  minimum  as  many  of  the 
members  are  being  engaged  in  time  consuming  activities  related  to 
the  war  effort. 

"We  have  enjoyed  the  excellent  issues  of  the  Bulletin.  Of 
special  interest  was  news  of  the  activities  of  the  Bellevue  Unit  and 
other  graduates  in  the  services.  At  present  there  are  240  members 
of  the  Association  serving  their  country. 

"Customary  remembrance  of  our  sick  and  needy  members  was 
observed  at  Christmas  time.  The  gratifying  results  of  the  efforts  of 
the  special  Christmas  Remembrance  Committee,  of  which  Alice 
Farkas  Kuszen,  was  chairman,  were  shown  by  the  many  notes  of 
appreciation  received. 

"Helen  Wago,  chairman  of  the  Service  Committee,  was  active 
throughout  the  year,  and  93  sick  members  were  remembered. 

"Minnie  Biffer,  chairman,  reported  excellent  results  in  the 
annual  drives  for  the  Red  Cross,  Cobble  Court  (Nurses'  House 
Auxiliary),  and  Stony  Wold  (Auxiliary  for  Care  of  Nurses). 

"Difficulty  in  obtaining  personnel,  financial  circumstances,  and 
the  decline  of  the  number  of  active  Bellevue  registrants,  precipitated 
suspension  of  the  Registry  for  the  duration,  or  until  such  time  as  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  decide  that  sufficient  funds  and  personnel 
are  available  to  maintain  a  Registry. 

"A  tea*  was  given  in  honor  of  the  February  section  of  the  1945 
graduating  glass.  The  Alumnae  award  for  highest  honors  went  to 
Miss  Lucy  Zabatta. 

"Many  inevitable  changes  have  taken  place  and  are  still  in  proc- 
ess, as  a  result  of  the  purchase  of  the  Osborn  Hall  property  by  the 
City  of  New  York.  However,  the  Alumnae  has  the  good  fortune 
to  retain  its  same  quarters  in  this  building,  which  is  now  known  as 
Bellevue  Residence  Annex. 

*Another  tea  was  given  by  the  Alumnae  Association  Tuesday,  June  12, 
in  honor  of  the  June  and  September  sections  of  the  1945  graduating  class. 
Honor  awards  were  presented  to  Edna  Reeves  of  the  June  section  and  Martha 
Roberts  of  the  September  section. 
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"It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  and  a  great  honor  to  submit  the  first 
annual  report  in  which  the  membership  of  the  Association  exceeds 
1,000.  Needless  to  say,  this  indicates  we  are  expanding,  but  we 
must  bear  in  mind  that  figures  alone  are  not  sufficient.  All  mem- 
bers must  participate  and  promote  the  activities  of  the  Alumnae  if 
we  are  to  function  as  an  organization  worthy  of  the  prestige  such 
a  large  membership  would  indicate.  It  is  true  we  are  handicapped 
by  the  war,  but  we  cannot  offer  this  as  an  excuse.  Rather  it  should 
be  an  incentive  for  available  members  to  give  more  full-hearted 
support  in  order  to  help  compensate  for  our  many  members  who 
cannot  be  here  to  participate  actively. 

"I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Directors,  Committee  members,  and  all  Alumnae  members  who  have 
cooperated  in  directing  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  To  our  exec- 
utive treasurer,  Miss  Eroh,  I  am  especially  grateful."

cause  the  financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  JULY  1,  1944 — JUNE 
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30,  1945  to  be  printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  corporation  prior 
to  its  approval  by  the  members  of  the  corporation  at  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

Upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  carried,  it  was  RE- 
SOLVED that  all  contracts  and  transactions  of  the  corporation  and 
all  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  and  the  officers  of  the  corporation  be  and  they  hereby 
are  ratified,  confirmed  and  approved. 

The  President  called  the  meetings  attention  to  the  fact  that  at 
the  special  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  the  25th  day  of  July,  1944, 
by  resolution  duly  adopted,  the  Corporation  was  authorized  to  grant 
to  the  City  of  New  York  an  option  to  purchase  the  26th  Street  prop- 
erties of  the  Corporation,  at  any  time  before  January  15,  1945,  said 
properties  being  more  particularly  described  in  the  said  resolution 
of  the  July  25th,  1944  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  President  reported 
that  pursuant  to  said  resolution  the  Corporation  granted  an  option, 
dated  September  11th,  1944  to  the  City  of  New  York  wherein  it 
agreed  to  enter  into  a  contract,  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
said  option,  for  the  sale  of  said  properties  to  the  City  for  $350,000. 
The  President  further  reported  that  shortly  thereafter  the  City  of 
New  York  exercised  said  option  and  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  the 
properties  to  the  City  was  thereupon  executed  and  dated  December 
29th.

WHEREAS,  to  obviate  any  question  at  the  closing  of  title  to 
said  properties  as  to  whether  the  sale  of  said  properties  occurred 
at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  said  binding  contract  for  the  sale 
on  December  29th,  1944,  and  thus  prior  to  January  15th,  1945,  the 
date  by  which  the  July  25th,  1944  meeting  of  the  Board  authorized 
the  sale,  it  was,  on  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously 
carried. 

RESOLVED,  that  the  option  and  contract  for  the  sale  of  the 
Corporation's  so-called  26th  Street  properties  be,  and  they  are

possible) .
